3 OTHERS ROBBED 


Trio Continue Holdup Career 
Following Murder in North- 
west Side Outbreaks of 
One Hour. 


g 


100 MAKE VAIN SEARCH. 


Special Detail in Hunt for 
Crooks Believed Responsible 
for Other Crimes; Slain 
Man Is Unidentified. 


Three youthful highwaymen, ae quick to 
murder as the car barn bandits, last evening 
shot one holdup victim to death, fired at two 
othera, and allowed a fourth man to go after 
stripping him of cash and overcoat. The 
bandit trio comimitted the series of crimes 
on the northwest side within the period of 
an hour—between 7 and 8 o’clock—and, al- 
though seen by a half dozen persons, had not 
been arrested early this morning. 

Following the murder they are believed 
to have robbed a fifth man, Paul Ehrhard, 
1982 Cleveland avenue. Ehrhard was walk- 
ing in Snow street, and when at Elston ave- ‘ 
nue was stopped and robbed of 75 cents and a 
cheap watch. 

Five other recent holdup shootings are laid 
at their door by the police, and within ae ha if 
hour of the murder last evening a hundred 
police headed by Police Inepector Stephen 
K. Healy, were searching the northwest sec- 
tion of the city for the desperadoes. 

The murdered man, who was about 25 years 
old and weil dressed, is unidentified. He 
was shot at Evergreen and North Spaulding 
avenues. A revolver bullet entered hig head 

tack of the left ear and passed through his 
head, coming out above the left temple. He 
died instantly. Four witnesses, who declare 
they heard three shots fired, saw tle three 
holdup men run north in Spaulding avenue. 


Scores View Body of Victim. 

The body was taken to the undertaking 
rooms of Henry A. Hansen, 38018 West North 
avenue, where scores of persons viewed it. 
Nothing in the pockets could be found to 
help in the identification. The robbers evi- 
dently were frightened away before they went 
through the man’s pockets, for a gold watch 
and $8.58 in money was found in the clothing. 

The victim of the holdup gang was muscular 
and the police believe put up a stiff fight with 
the three robbers before he was killed. The

Two holdups and one attempted holdup, 
evidently by the same gang, preceded ‘the 


utes. The first of the series was the hold- 


Hamlin avenue at 7:15 o’clock. All three of the 
men drew revolvers when they met him and 
they took $21 and an overcoat from their vic- 
tim. 

The next attack was on Frank Fahlse, a 
plumber, near his residence, 8247 Evergreen 
avenue. To their command of “ hands up,” 
Fahlise replied by running toward Humboldt 
park, nearby. One of the robbers fired a re- 
volver after hie retreating figure, but he got 
away. 

The third victim of the hé@idup gang was Le 
Roy Parman, 3220 Hirsch street, who en- 
countered the trio at Kedzie avenue and Crys- 
tal street. From him the men took a gold 
watch and $16 in money. 


All the Descriptions Tally. 

The description of the three men as fur- 
nished the police by their victims tallied 
with that given by the witnesses of the flight 
of the trio after the murder. One of the 
gang was between 22 and 25 years of age, 
5 feet 7 inches tall, of a stout build, and 
wore a black derby hat and‘dark clothing. 
The second member of the gang was several 
years older, wore a brown overcoat and a 
derby hat. The third man’s description wag 
meager; he was of medium size and wore 
dark clothes. 

Inspector Healy had just learned of the 
attack on Parman when the first flash of the 
murder came into his office at the West Chi- 
cago avenue station. 

“Tt'’s the same men,” the inspector said, 
and ordered every available man to go at 
once to the West North avenue station, near 
which the holdup men had been working. He 
also telephoned to detective headquarters 
for more help, and sent a general order to 
get the band to all other stations on the 
northwest side. Plain clothes men were as- 
signed to watch every elevated railroad sta- 
tion and keep watch on all the surface street 
ear lines in the district, while every patrol- 
man on beat in the northwest side was fur- 
nished with a description of the trio and toia 
to halt every suspicious man seem on the 
streets. . 

Tried to Intercept Slayers. 

Mrs. Lillian Cook, Mrs. Silvia Schildrup, 
and Mr. and Mra. Neligen of 3247 Hirsch 
street were among the persons who saw the 
robbers fiee following the murder of the 
unidentified man. Neilsen said he heard

Railroad men brought 
the information here. It is declared by them 
that the revolutionists, following a plan 
adopted at Puebla, began a fusilade on the 


soldiers. 
This report has received no official con- 


firmation. 

Reports of revolutionary riots at Allende, 
Irapuato, and at other places also were re- 
ceived here. 

Rioting Part of Plotting. 

El Pago, Tex., Nov. 20.—[Special.}—That 
the demonstration against Americans in 
Mexico wae a part of the revolutionary plan 
is declared by Mexican government officials. 
They say the revolutionists hoped to arouse 
American sentiment to a high point, then 
assassinate some high American official in 
Mexico, the ambassador, if possible, and force 
the United States into a war on Mexico.

Glennon of St. Louis Calls It 
“Beer Mug Philosophy” in 
Labor Sermon. 


(BY a STAFF CORRESPONDENT} | 

St. Louls, Mo., Nov. 20.—[Specia!.J—Social- 
fem was characterized as a “ philosophy of 
the beer mug” in’ a sermon preached today 
by Archbishop Glennon of 8t. Louis. Inan- 
ticipation of hearing a strong labor sermon 
a large number of delegates to the American 
Federation of Labor convention, including 
several Socialists, attended the services at 
the special invitation of the prelate. 

Archbishop Glennon took adyantage of his 
opportunity to warn the labor men against 
a doctrine which, he said, was subversive of 
individuality and aimed to make not only ma- | 
terial property but the child the absolute 
property ofthestate. . 

“ There is a tendency these days to preach 
a doctrine that would obliterate individuality 
and make all rush to the state for help in all 
things,” said Archbishop Glennon. “ Unfor- 
tunately, some labor men are engaged in @s- 
seminating this doctrine. They want to make 
the state a father whose will is absolute. 


Says State Cannot Do Al). 

“T believe the working people should have 
the protection of the state against unscrup- 
ulous capitalism. But, remember, my friends, 
there are certain rights of the individual that 
the state cannot take over. One of them 
is the right of the individual to contro] him- 
self. The individual abhors the idea of be- 
ing the slave of any state. 

“ We have the right to preserve our homes 
from state control. We have the right to be 
free and not to become tenants of a soulless 
state. We utterly abhor the doctrine that 
the little children who bless our homes shall 
be wards of the state—common property. 

“The fdea of common parentage is not 
only the end of order but the end of civ- 
ilisation itself. It appears that when some 
men become discontented or unable to pro- 
vide for their families, they go to the near- 
est saloon and, under the spell of beer mug 
and wine glass, create a philosophy of class 
hatred. 

Beer Mug Enemy of Society. 

“] warn you that the beer mug and the 
wine glass are enemies of society. If the 
saloon stands between you and God, the sa- 
loon must go. Beware of the philosophy of 
the beer mug. It cannot be sound. I should 
like to see laborers raised to the power of 
capitalists and I should like to see the capi- 
talista join the labor movement,

Fitzpatrick Pleads Cause of Gar- 
ment Workers; Fears Starva- 
tion's Victory. 


An assured income of $26,000 or more a week 
for the striking garment workers is the result 
of a starvation plea made by President John 
Fitzpatrick before the Chicago Federation 
of Labor yesterday. 

Declaring that babies in arms were dying 
for want of milk, and that their mothers 
were starving for want of the barest neces- 
sities of life, President Fitzpatrick succeeded 
ip having a unanimous vote passed that the 
federation recommend an assessment of 25 
cents a. week against every member in Chi- 
cago until the end of the strike. 

There are 150,000 members of the organi- 
gation in Chicago, but of this number only 
about 100,000 are regularly paying their per 


capita tax and can be depended upon to pay , 


the assessment. Unions which are in trouble 
themselves are not expected to pay the as- 
sessment, which is e voluntary ection on the 
part of each local union.

Margaret Haley Gets Replies from 117 
Organizations. : 


The industrial or trade school as.a depart- 
ment of Chicago public schools received the 
indorsement of a ‘majority of trades unions 
in Chicago, according to a repért of the school 
committee of the Chicago Federation of 
Labor yesterday. Miss Margaret Haley, 
business manager of the Chicago Teachers’ 
federation and chairman of the committee, 
read the report. 

* She said that three questions regarding the 
trade school were sent to 214 unions affiliated 
with the Chicago Federation of Labor, and 
that 117 replies were received. 

Question Sent to Unions. 


The questions were as follows: 
“Do yow favor a public industrial or pre- 


} paratory trade school which would endeavor 


to reach boys and girls between 14 and 16 
who now leave the common school in very 
large numbers before graduation? Such a 
school would not teach a trade, but would 
give a wide acquaintance with material and 
fundamental industrial process, together 
with drawing: and shop mathethatics, with 
the object of giving a better preparation for 
entering the industries at 16, and better op- 
portunities for subsequent advancement. 

“Do you favor public trade schools for 
boys and girle between 16 and 16, that would 
give two years of practical training, to- 
gether with drawing and mathematics, pro- 
vided the graduates of such schools. should 
serve two years more as apprentices or im- 
provers? 

*“ Do’ you favor public.evening industrial 
schools "ating instruction as indicated in 
question: 1- and 2, an@ furnishing also sup- 
plementatitrade education for those already 
at work in the trades during the day?” 
| Miss Haley reported that seventy-seven of 
the geplies were from skilled unions, and 36 
from unskilled unions. To the first question 


‘111 replies ‘were received, 92 being in the 
‘affirmative and’ 19 in the negative. To the 


second question 112 replies were receiveu; 
88 in the affirmative and i4 in the negative. 
To the third question 112 replies were re- 
ceived, 97 in the affirmative and 15 in the 
negative. 


Seek to Rule Trade Education. 

“In Chicago the employers ‘of labor are 
trying to contro} industrial education,’’ said 
Miss Haley. “They are the same people 
who denounce the child labor law every time 
they get the opportunity. They introduced 
industrial training and forced it upon the 
regular teachers. It interferes -with your 
childrens’. education. Their time is taken 
away from other studies and is spent at eome- 
thing of no value to them. The teachers who 
are in charge of the work of the trade schools

fore, wasted.”

Debutante’s Mother Names $5,000. 

“The matter of allowance depends entirely 
on circumstances,” said Mre. Efbridge Han- 
ecy, who has a daughter who is a debutante 
of this season. ‘* My idea is that $5,000 per 
year is sufficient to fit a girl for the best 
society. I believe $100 per month is about the 
right figure for her clothes. The trip to 
Europe is a good thing for the girl. It will 
prove beneficial in many respects, but it is 
not absolutely necersary.”’ 

“I. think Mrs. Ladenburg’s figures are ex- 
orbitant, and it indicates a poor principle to 
ask $20,000 for the daughter when the mother 
can get along with $8,000,” said Mrs. H. C. 
Carpenter. “ The cost of a girl’s education 
and maintenance varies so with conditions 
in life that I do not care to establish an esti- 
rhate.

Officials Oppose Foreigners.

The first step toward the reformation of 
China’s’ financial/system occurred as a re- 
sult of the international suppression of the 
Boxer outrages in 1900. Im the treaty ne- 
gotiations which followed the United States, 
Great Britain, and Japan induced the Chinese 
govefnment to adopt méasures to this end. 
President Roosevelt sent a commission to 
China to cdnsult with the authorities and to 
expedite tie reform.

Taft Eager for Experiment. 

Investigators for the tariff board, under the 
special direction of Alvin H. Sanders, ite Chi- 
cago member, have been gathering figures for 
several months on the cost of growing wool 
and manufacturing its products in this and 
foreign countries. The investigation of the 
Gomestic industry is practically complete 
now, and it is expected that the foreign re- 
ports will be on hand within a fortnight. 

The president was notified some time ago 
that the investigation of the wool schedule 
was nearing completion and that it would 
be possible for the board to.make a final re- 
port on this industry about the time that 
congress reassembled. 

Mr. Taft is eager to try the experiment of 
tariff! revision schedule by schedule, upon a 
scientifically prepared basis of facts sup- 
plied by the tariff commission. So long as 
there was any chance that the Republicans 
might control the next congress an immedi- 
ate beginning upon this course was not im- 
perative. But now that the Democrats, who 
are inimical to the tariff commission policy, 
are to control the next house, the president 
feels he will not get a trial of his plan unless 
he gets it in the session this winter. 


Faces Fight with Wool Trust, 

If the predident does decide to call upon 
congress to revise the wool duties, the ques- 
tion will become at once the paramount 
issue of the short session.

TOLSTOL 

The death of Tolstoi takes from the 
scene of human action a unique figure. 
Like a slow, large star of the summer 
night he bung long before our sight, and, 
slipping over the rim of the world, left 
behind him not darkness but dawn. That 
is to say, he left behind a renewed re 
ligion: of brotherhood which, aside from 
a ‘willingness to understand God, is, prob- 
ably, the only really important thing ip 
the world. 

The thing, however, which made Tolstoi 
the most dramatic’ man of his time was 
that, when he had reached the pinnacle 
of celebrity, he turned suddenly and went 
down into the valley again. In one day, 
as it were, he gave over the glories of the 
world and took upon himself its penalties, 
which he bore both vicariously and in fact. 
In repudiating his genius he endeavored 
to become a humble child of the Great 
Father, with no other wish than to emu- 
late Jesus Christ. 

The owner of a large estate, he desired 
to divide it among his poor brothers, the 
sad children of Russia. The husband of 
a good wife and the father of many 
children, he wished to adopt celibacy. 
The possessor of a flexible, dramatic, and 
commanding intellect, he preferred to 
work in the fields and the shops with 
the simplest men; to live in a room as 
bare as a peasant’s; to wear coarse clotb- 
ing and to walk in bare feet; and, indeed, 
In all ways to demonstrate his brotherli- 
ness. 

The difference between genius and medi- 
ocrity is a difference in intensity. From 
the first. Tolstoi possessed intensity. If 
the brain is a tablet upon which exper'- 
ences imprint themselves, then those ex- 
periences which would have made but 
light impression upon the brain page of 
the ordinary man bit into Tolstoi’s like 
powerful acid. To him, as to all of us, 
happiness seemed desirable. The pursuit 
of it became with him, eventually, a pas 
sion. It carried him ap and over, the 
hills of pleasure; up and over the peaks 
of fame, and down, at last, into those 
quiet places where grow the flowers of 
sacrifice, of service, and of asceticism. 

What did he believe? The critics seem 
to disagree. Perhaps, as even Tolstoi was 
great enough to understand and {interpret 
only a smal] portion of the philosophy of 
Jesus Christ, so the social theorists and 
religionists of the present day find them- 
selves able to comprehend and recapitu- 
late but a smal! portion of Tolstoil. A 
Russian critic affirms that he has no fol- 
lowing in Russia, but that he is enor- 
mously admired in England and America. 
Russia, says this critic, considers that he 
reached his apex with the achievement of 
“Anna Karenina.” On the other han‘, 
an English critic affirms that though he 
has made but little impression upon non- 
Russian Europe or upon America, that 
the lower classes in Russia are saturated 
with his ideas, and that he has many fol- 
lowers among the upper classes. 

As to his infiuence, that is impossible 
to measure. The extension of the spirit 
defies the estimate of man, as the wil4 
force of the aurora borealis defies his 
scientific measurement Moreover, the 
death of Tolstoi marks not the conclusion 
of his influence but its acceleration and

was “alive for God.” 

His passionate attempt at simplicity ‘n 
a complex age is finished; the wild woods 
and the tilled fields of Yasnaya Polana 
will no more suffer the impact of wis 
bared, pilgrim feet. His pursuit of happi- 
ness has carried over yet another Sierra 
and into another Valley. 

His greatest honor is that he spoke the 
word “ Brotherhood” inta voice so trum- 
petlike that after he is dust, in earth, his 
accents will still reverberate. 


NO COMPROMISE. 
“The bill, the whole bill, and nothing 


‘hut the bill.” That ie Mr. Asquith’s ulti- 


matum. If the house of lords shall not 
accept this week the measure depriving it 
of an absolute veto on legislation, pariia- 
ment will be dissolved on the 28th. That 
it will not accept that measure is taken 
for granted. It is offering as a compromise 
Lord Rosebery’s plan for a reformed 
house. It is an excellent plan as far as 
it goes, It would be a move in the direc- 
ition of getting rid of that anomaly in a 
democratic country like Great Britain— 
the legislator by right of -birth, It would 
bring the house of lords a little nearer 
the people and make it more of a rep- 
refentative body. 

But the Libera] party will have none 
of it because it does not settle the ques- 
tion at issue. If it were accepted the 
house of lords would retain its Tory pre- 
dilections and its veto power and nothing 
would be changed, The Liberals, when in 
the majority in the lower house, could 
enact no legislation, no matter how much 
the people desired it, if their enemies, in- 
trenched in the house of lords, willed 
otherwise. 

The question to be submitted to the 
voters in a few days will be the simple 
one, “ Shall the absolute veto of the house 
of lords be done away with?’ In the elec- 
tion last January the contest was over Mr. 
Lloyd-Georgeje budget and the right of the 
upper house to reject supply bills. The 
country sided with the Liberals then, and 
it is probable that it will do so next 
month. The by-elections, with their Lib- 
eral victories, make it seem likely. The 
hostility to the budget has mostly died out. 
The Tories will tell the voters that the 
end and aim of the Liberals is the disrup- 
tion of the empire by the bestowal of home 
rule in Ireland. But Jonn Bull can no 
longer be infuriated by the waving of the 
red rag of home rule before his eyes. 

A Liberal victory would mean the draw- 
ing of the teeth of the house of lords and 
home rule for Ireland. A Tory victory 
would mean a remodeled bouse of lords, 
but the postponement of home rule. 
It would mean also that progressive legis- 
lation needed and desired by tue people 
would be balked again and again.

HERE is one occasion when old gar- 
ments showing their age by their faded 
color and other tokens of wear are 
more highly prized and attract greater 
admiration than entirely new ones, 
and that is at the coronation of @ British 
sovereign. 

At this function all the peers ahd peeresses 
of the realm are compelled to appear in West- 
minster Abbey wearing\robes caped with 
miniver and barred with ermine, the number 
| of the ermine bars and their length being 
| graduated according tothe wearer's rank 
in the peerage. This role also applies to 

the peeresses who are likewise restricted, 
' by order of the earl marshal in the name 
i of the king, as to the length of their trains, 
which vary from a train of two yards in the 
case of a duchess to one yard in the case of 
u baroness. The train of a countess’ corona~- 
tion robe is a yard and a half. 

The majority of the peerages of the realm 
are of modern creation and therefore most 
of the robes seen at a coronation are ex- 
ceedingly new. But there are some of them 


cid and faded and the miniver dingy and 
even bare in spots, They are the robes 
that were worn at the coronation of Charles 
Ii. and at every subsequent coronation by 
the ancestors of their present possessors. 
These robes, as well as the coronets, are 
heirlooms in many of the families. 


oe 


Ihe coronation robes are different from the 
parliamentary robes, which instead of crim- 
son velvet are of red cloth and are without 
capes but barred with white fur according 
to the degree of the wearer. 

There seems to be some doubt as to when 
ccronation robes first were worn. The fash- 
ion, however, seems to have come from 
France about the twelfth century and in the 
reigr, of Edward L, Edward Il., and Edward 
Ill. only peers above the rank of baron 
were allowed robes the wearing of which was 
intended to emphasize the fact that their 
omners were in a measure the equals, that 
is. the peers, of the sovereign. 

Uutil the reign of Edward III, the wearing 
of ermine was strictly confined to the mem- 
bers of the royal family. and it was only 
duiing the war of the roses, when the au- 
thority of the crown dwindled and that of 
the great nobles increased, that its use was 
extended to the peers and peeresses of the 
realm, 

With regard to the wearing of coronets 
at coronations—they are donned by the peers 
and peeresses at the moment when the pri- 
mates crown the king and queen—their use 
seems to date from the reign of Edward IIl., 
though it was only at the coronation of 
Charles Il. that they first were conceded 
to the barons. Coronations are indeed the 
only occasion of their ever being worn, 
and King George, like his father, has is- 
sued stringent orders through the Duke of 
Norfolk as earl marsha! that these ccronets 
should be of plain silver gilt and crimson 
velvet bordered with ermine, and should 
in no case be adorned with either real or 
counterfeit jewels or precious stones 

The only other times that a coronet figures 
in the career of a peer or of a peeress is at 
their funeral, when it is laid on their coffin 
reposing on a velvet cushion, 

Some of these coronets have queer fates. 
The late George W. Childs of Philadelphia, 
having acquired by purchase in London the 
coronet worn by Lord Byron at the corona- 
t:on of George IV., had the crimson velvet 
aud ermine cap with which it was lined re- 
moved, turned it upside down, had a spirit 
lamp inserted. and used it on his dinner 
table as a rechaud or dish warmer. It would 
be interesting to know what hase become of 
it since his death.

People cannot be too careful, when either 
selling or leasing their houses, about seeing 
that no family papers or documents are left 
hidden away in bureaus, cupbo , writing 
desks, ete. Thus the Duc de Montebello (a 
grandson of that Marshal Lannes who was 
one of the most famous of Napoleon's gen- 
erails, and who fell at the battle of Essling 
a cannon ball carrying off both his legs) 
has just instituted a suit against a London 
book dealer named Hughen for the recovery 
oOo. a guantity of family papers relating to 
the dica) house of Montebello. including all 
the commissions granted to Marshal Lannes, 
nemely, his commissionsas colonel, as briga- 
dier general, as genera! of division, as fleld 
marshal, as grand cross or grand eagle of 
the legion of honor, his invitation to the cor- 
onation of the emperor, and a notification 
by Gen. Dures, grand master of the imperial 
household, according to him, in the name of 
Napoleon, the “grand and small entree”’ 
at the palace, that is to say, the liberty of 
access tw the monarch ai al) times. 

These documents were offered for sale to 
the present duke by Hughen for $5,000. But 
the duke declined to pay and instead of that 
sued the would-be vender for the unlawful 
possession of the documents and for their 
recovery. Hughen has been able to show 
that they were purchased in good faith from 
a real estate concern, Labrasse. Lamy & Co., 
who had bought the Montebello family 
chateau of Mons, in the department of the 
Gers. The chateau was bought with all its 
furniture. just as it stood. and In one of the 
cupboards were found these documents, 
which they thereupon sold to the London 
book dealer.

It may be remembered that the late Marquis 
de Massa, who died the other day, had no 
end of trouble some years ago owing to the 
publication by a Paris writer dealing with 
the scurrilous features of the third em- 
pire of a quantity of confidential letters and 
biliets addressed to the marquis by the vari- 
ous ladies of the court of the Tuileries con- 
cerning the amateur iheatricals of which be 
was the playwright and slage manager. 

Some of them contained most unkind al- 
lusions to Empress Eugenie. He explained 
that the letters had been left in his chateau 
at the time of the German invasion of 1870 
end that after the war was over he found 
that the chateau had heen to such an ex- 
tent pillaged and reduced io wreck and ruin 
by the Germans that he sold it then and 
there as it stood. Whether his correspond- 
ence had been seized by the Germans and 
subsequenily sold in France, or whether it 
had fallen into the hands of the uitimaie 
purchasers of the chateau, he was unable 
to say.

Formerly the patrony mic 
ol ine family was Pokeler, which wag gub- 
sequentiy transformed to Puckler. ang they 
vere created by the German emperor counts 
of the Holy Roman empire in the sixteenrh 
century, One of them. Henry Puckier, mar. 
ried the daughter of Prince Hardenberg, 
the leading Prussian statesman at the be. 
ginning of the nineteenth century, who played 
so important a role at the congress of Vienna 
and was created by the King of Prussia 
Prince Puckler, but died without lesue, wherg- 
upon the princely tile became extinct. 

The Pucklers, by reason of their frequently 
raving exercised petty sovereign 
Limburg. now comprised in the 
Wtirtemberg, belong to the mediatized 
of Europe. and as such have the t te 
mate with royalty on a footing of equality 
and although mere counts take nce 
over all the German dukes and princes who 
figure in Part III. of the Aimanach de Gotha 
Moreover they are entitled to the addregs o¢ 
“serene highnets.” *

The State Journal has reference to charges 
made by State's Attorney John Wayman 
against Attorney Erbstein and the counter 
charges of the latter against the public 
prosecutor. They are of a character to de- 
mand early attention from the Supreme 
court justices. 

Erbstein is accused of bribing jurors in the 
Lee O’Nell Browne case.. Immediately he 
makes or causes to be made a similar accu- 
sation against the public prosecutor. Given 
an opportunity to prove his accusation, Erb- 
stein’s attorney makes an effort to have the 
case dropped. When the bar association 
committee denies this request Erbstein fails 
to produce his alleged testimony against the 
prosecutor. Apparenily the origipal accusa- 
tion is baseless and was made simply for the 
purpose of confusing the issue in; his own 
case and prejudicing the public against the 
official whose duty it is to prosecute him. 

It may be said that this is not a matter for 
consideration of the Illinois Supreme court 
at the present time. The State Journal 
thinks otherwise So will the general public 
when it understands the situation. 

Both Wayman and Erbstein hold permits 
to practice law in the state of Illinois. Both 
these permits were issued by the Supreme 
court of this state. That body is responsible 
not only for admitting men to practice at 
the bar but for the conduct of these men after 
they are admitted. It must see that the 
general cheracter of its list of attorneys is 
maintained and that lawyers who degenerate 
into shysters and crooks be stricken from 
the roll. : 

It is not to be expected that the court will 
take cognizance of every little irregularity 
which is reported, nor that it will go about 
hunting up cases against lawyers; but there 
are occasions when it ought to act on itsown 
initiative in stopping abuses. The Wayman- 
Erbstein case presents just such a contin- 
gency. 

The charges against Lee O’Neil Browne 
produced a nation wide scardal. The first 
trial of Browne created another. On the sec- 
ond trial the scandal grew. Revelations fol- 
lowing it were of a character to impair publid 
confidence in the courts and in those respon- 
sible for honest administration of the law. 
The case has become so notorious that no 
official—ieast of all officials connected with 
the courts—can afford to ignore It. 

Lawyers who want to see their profession 
protected from the practices which are mak- 
ing the administration of criminal law in 
Cook county a joke ought to act In this mat- 
ter. They ought to insist that the Supreme 
court open its eyes to what is going on under 
its very nose.and see what every layman in 
the state sees. As a matier of self-preserva- 
tion the lawyers should do this. 

It will not be necessary for the Supreme 
court to violate the precious precedents of 
the law in order to take up this matter. Time 
and again courts have adopted heroic meas- 
ures in putting an end to notorious abuses. 
They are not compelled to twiddle their 
thumbs while the atmosphere about them is 
being skunk defiled. 

There is no reason why any practitioner in 
the state should be permitted to violate the 
laws of God and man to score in a lawsuit. 
This sort of thing is not permitted in the 
country and it should not be permitted in 
Cook county. The time has come to calla 
halt, and since the abuse demands immediate 
attention, the Supreme court should take the 
initiative.

Seeking Forgiveness, Falls at} 


Altar, Unable to Tell Story 
of Vice Career. 


PLAYED CARDS FOR FUN. 


Proceeded Gradually to, Set Up 
Higher Stakes Until He 
Was Veteran. 


Many hundred men in the Austin taber- 
nacle yesterday wept and prayed for a 
gambler who flung himself at the foot of the 
altar, whereon Dr. J. Wilbur Chapman stood, 
and asked forgiveness. 

The man—Harry Patterson—stepped before 
the largest crowd ever in attendance at a 
men’s meeting and tried to tell the story of 
his life. At the crucial moment he faltered, 
buried his face in his hands, and motioned 
helplessly to Chapman to speak for him. 

This scene was enacted at the conclusion 
of an emotional appeal by Chapman for men 
to depart from all vices and give thems<«lves 
in consecration to Christ. Several hundred 
men were affected visibly and dropped their 
heads when Chapman told them they were 
hypocrites, unless they confessed. 

As Dr. Chapman called for sinners to come 
forward and confess, there was a rush for the 
front, men and boys crowding to shake the 
hand of Chapman and Alexander for forgive- 


ness. 
Alexander Stops Youth. 


One youth in particular attracted attention. 
He was questioned long and earnestly by 
Alexgnder, who allowed many men to pass 
with a mere handshake. 

While this procession was passing, Pat- 
terson stepped up to Chapman and asked for 
permission to make a confession. He said 
the references made by the leader of the 
gee: in regard to gambling had touched 

m. 

“*I gambled for eighteen years,”’ said Pat- 
terson, “and, since I came here today, I vow 
never to bet another cent in my life.’’ 

“Tell these men about it,” urged Chap- 
man. “ They're your friends and ought to 
know something about betting from a man 
se Pea felt all the pangs that go with this 
evil.’’ 

When the time came to unburden himself 
of his story Patterson begged Chapman to 
make a statement. 


Played Cards Just for Fun First. 


“This man came from a respectable fam- 
ily,’’ Dr. Chapman said, pointing to Patter- 
son. ‘ His father was a godly man. At 18 
this young man before you started innocently 
at card playing for the fun of it. Then he 
drifted into gambling, first on a small scale. 
Finally he became what is known as a 
plunger. 

“Hig fiendish desire to gamble grew upon 
him stronger every year, until now, at 36, 
after handling thousands of dollars, he is to 
give up. ‘ 

“He wants to teli you about himself, how 
he came innocently out of his Virginia home 
and was not strong enough to withstand the 
temptations of the world, but he can’t tell 
you. 

*“ But today he is as good as any of us. He 
is forgiven now. His vices are left behind 
and he has changed allegiance from Satan to 
Jesus. 

“* Men, pray for him. Listen, pray for him. 
And in praying for him make‘the prayer 
extend to your own cases, for you, too, prob- 
ably, have some sins to confees. Say over 
and over again, ‘From today I want my life 
better.’ Say ‘ Pray for me specially,’ for you 
all need some especial attention.”’ 

First Sin Not So Bad. 

In his appeal to the men, Chapman sald 
that the first drink or otter sin would not be 
bad if all could end there. But, he added, 
“the first led on to the second, and so on 
without end.” He pleaded for men without 
church affiliations, those who belonged for- 
merly to churches but “ have drifted,”’ and 
those who in their hearts know the “ beat 
life in the world is the Christian life.”

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TRACI 


Washington Street Tunnel Likely 
to Be Completed Wednesday. 


AID TO THROUGH ROUTES. 


“L’’ Pillars Which Block the Big Cars 
Then Will Be Removed.

Within three days the new Washington 
street traction tunnel probably will be turned 
over to the Chicago Railways company, 
whose engineers then wil) begin a race to 
place it in operation. 

The most optimistic of them belleve that 
the track foundations can be put tn, the rails 
laid, and the trolley wires sirung so that 
cars will be running through the long bore 
about Dec. 1;: but the more conservative are 
inclined to estimate that ten days will be re- 
quired for the track laying and other work 
which devolves upon the company after it 
bas accepted thé tunnelfrom the contractor, 
George W. Jackson. Inc. 

Mr. Jackson visited the work yesterday and 
expressed a determination to complete his 
task on Wednesday. If he does so that day 
will mark the beginning of another big task 
‘or the improvement of street car transporta- 
tion—the removal of the elevated railroad 
pillars that now block the passage of the big 
guriace cars. The Jackson firm also is the 
contractor for this work. 

The removal of the pillars is related to the 
tunnel! work of the Railways company, for 
the first of the obstructions to be tackled will 
be those at Franklin and Van Buren streets, 
which now block the entrance of the recently 
completed Van Buren street tunnel to the 
large Van Buren street cars, 

At present only the West Twelfth street 
cars are routed through this cut, but when 
two columns at its eastern opening are moved 
a few feet the double truck cars can be routed 
throvgh it, thereby increasing their speed 
and relieving bridge congestion which is 
thrown back upon the loop district. 

The structural alterations of the loop also 
will remove the last obstacies to some of the 
most important through routes through the 
downtown district, the installation of which 
is required under the traction ordinances.

N audience that occupied a Httle more 
than two-thirds of the seats in music 
hall greeted the Kneisel quartet yester- 
day afternoon at the first of a series of 
four concerts.

Mr. Kneisel has frequently confessed to his ad- 
miration for the Russian gift in this direction, 
and Tanelew proves himself a characteristic 
disciple of the national school, which, it would 
seem, is not destined to follow the brilliant 
pathway blazed by Tschaikowsky, but has 


mate channels of expression that lead naturally 
te the noble realm of chamber music. 

In the rhythmic vigor of the urst movement 
there are to be detected traces of the more 
demonstrative melodic vein that we have been 
taught to regard as typically Russian. But the 
mastery of classic form, which it follows with 
but slightly more freedom an Brahms de- 
velops, the clear, well balanc polyphony and 
the mood of thoughtful melancholy which marks 
it as a whole, point as much to German as to 
Russian sources of inspiration. 

The theme and variations which follow are 
more Slavic, though they seem to belong to 
gunny Bohemia rather than to sombre Russia. 
They suggest Germany only ag the theme be~- 
trays a Haydn-like brightnegs and simplicity, 
and Haydn, as is well known, like Shubert, 
was not strange to the fascination of Slavic 
melody..

John K. Tener, Republican governor-elect of 
Pennsylvania and ‘an old baseball player 
himeelf, is the real ownef of the Boston 
Nationa] basebal] club, according to a state- 
ment made today by a local magnate. 

According to this men, who certainly 
should know the inside of practically all 
National league affairs, the money paid te 
John Dovey by John Harris of Pittsburg for 
the Dovey interest was not Harris money, 
but Tener money. The statement was made 
as a contradiction to the published statement 
that Barney ‘Dreyfuss of the Pittsburg team 
was behind Harris in the deal and is about to 
transfer his affections from Pittsburg, where 
the fans have treated him rather coolly, to 
Boston, where he might make more money. 

‘* Now,” sald the magnate, discussing this 
phase of the matter, ‘don’t you believe for 
one moment.that Dreyfuss is behind Harris. 
Dreyfuss heasn't money enough in the first 
place and the Louisville interests which are 
supporting him in the Pittsburg club are not 
willing to put money into a tail end club like 
Boston to build it into a winner.
